Federal Judge Evans signed an order 
last night enjoining strikers and all 
other persons from Interfering with the 
business and employes of the Relnecke 
Coal Mining Company in Hopkins coun¬ 
ty. The order specifically sets forth 
that the strikers shall not camp within 
gunshot distance of the mines. The con¬ 
tinued appearance of bodies of armed 
men about the nonunion ’ mines has 
cau«N»d the placing of more armed men 
at the mines Adjt. Gen. Murray is on 
the scene and in consultation with 
County Judge Hall. 

The Coroner yesterday began hla In¬ 
vestigation over the body of Charles 
Goodman. In Little Rock. Witnesses 
who saw the body were so equally posi¬ 
tive that it was and It was not Rathbuu 
that the Inquest was adjourned until 
they could have the prisoner conveyed 
to Little Rock. Mrs. Rathbuu la still 
prostrated, and Is unable to appear at 
the Inquest. Rathbun was surrendered 
by the War Department last evening 
to the Indiana authorities, and Is now 
In the Jeffersonville Jail, charged with 
murder.

The contest for the control of the 
Northern Paolflo Is believed to be prac¬ 
tically ended. A company was Incor¬ 
porated In Trenton, N. J.. yesterday 
with a capital of 1400.000,000 to take over 
the shares of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific. All the contending 
factions are represented In the com¬ 
pany, and It Is atated that objections 
to the retirement of the Northern Paci¬ 
fic preferred stock have been waived. 


As the result of dissensions In the 
ranks of the Kentucky Federation of 
Labor, which Is now In session In Lex¬ 
ington. the disruption of the organiza¬ 
tion is threatened. The trouble wae pre¬ 
cipitated by a speech by Col. W. C. P. 
Breckinridge. The Bluegraas Typo¬ 
graphical Union, of Lexington, has 
withdrawn from the organization. 


Judge O'Rear, of the Appellate Court, 
yesterday overruled the motion to dis¬ 
solve the Injunction granted by Judge 
McBeath. of the Breckinridge Circuit 
Court, to force the Election Commis¬ 
sioners to count the returns from Glen- 
deane precinct In that county, which 
the precinct officers had neglected to 
certify. The decision is a victory for the 
Democ rats. _ _ _ 

Chief Justice Paynter, of the Court of 
Appeals, has set aside a mandamus of 
Circuit Judge Parker, of Lexington, 
compelling the Election Commissioners 
to count 300 ballots stamped under the 
party devices of the Republicans and 
Claude Chinn. The office of Magistrate 
alone was affected.

CHARGED WITH MURDER 


Special Grand Jury May 
Indict For Trial 
Monday. 


EXONERATES HIS WIFE. 


SAYS NO ONE IN LITTLE ROCK 
WAS IMPLICATED IN PLOT 
TO SWINDLE. 


WANT GOODMAN’S BODY. 


Newell C. Rathbun is again In Indi¬ 
ana. At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Sorgt. Skinner, of the local recruiting 
station, asked Jailer Pflanz for the pris¬ 
oner. Half a hour later, when the ferry¬ 
boat touched at the Indiana wharf, 
Rathbun stepped upon Indiana soil to 
answer to the charge of murder which 
has been preferred against him. 

There were few developments In the 
sensational Insurance swindle yesterday. 

Only one clew was unearthed. Mike 
Fltsch, of 523 First street, a friend and 
chum of Goodman, was located, and by 
him the detectives expect to prove that 
Rathbun met Goodman in front of the 
Salvation Army headquarters last 
Wednesday night at 7 o’clock. 

A bit of news that will cheer the local 
officers Is the announcement that Dep¬ 
uty Sheriff Chichester, of Little Rock, 
Is on his way to Louisville. Chichester 
worked up the case In Little Rock, and 
It Is believed that his presence and In¬ 
formation which he will bring will do 
much to wring from the prisoner a 

complete confession.

Prisoner In Disagreeable Mood. 


A delegation of men representing 
krmmerolal bodies in a number of large 
dtles oalkd on President Roosevelt yes¬ 
terday to urge the Importance of reci¬ 
procity with Canada. 


Rathbun was in a disagreeable mood 
yesterday, and the semi-daily confes¬ 
sion was not forthcoming. His stlence 
was surprising, as he has always been 
a free talker even If his confessions 
have always been different. It Is sup¬ 
posed that the prisoners In the county 
Jail told him to keep silent, and he cer¬ 
tainly obeyed their Instructions. 

“Well, a whole lot can happen to a 
fellow* In a week. That’s a cinch,” said 
the prisoner as the Iron door swung 
behind him and he stepped Into the 
corridor at the county Jail. Sergt. Skin¬ 
ner was there to receive him. A pri¬ 
vate from the local recruiting station 
stood by the Sergeant’s side, and on his 
left wrist was fastened one link of a 
modem handcuff. The other link w-as 
quickly placed around Rathbun’s right 
w'riat and the tw*o walked to the patrol 
wagon which stood at the curbing. 
Rathbun was nervous. His lips 
twitched and his eyes rolled from one 
side to the other. He w’ore a suit of 
black clothes, but was without a collar 
or tie. 

The trip to the ferry dock required 
only a few* minutes. They arrived just 
ns the boat was leaving and lost no 
time getting aboard. The journey was 
a silent one. Rathbun was apparently 
thinking of the Journey which he made 
Just one week before. Then Goodman 
was by his side and murder, arson and 
fraud were In Rathbun's heart. Yes¬ 
terday two silent United States army 
officers sat by his side. The boat was 
crowded, and every eye was upon the 
trio. Rathbun avoided the gaze of the 
people.

At the Jeffersonville dock Capt. Ap¬ 
plegate, Patrolman Wall and S^rgt 
Jack J. Kendall were awaiting the ar¬ 
rival of the prisoner. 

When the boat touched the soldier 
and Rathbun nrose and walked to the 
dock. Capt. Applegate stepped to the 
right and Patrolman Wall to the left 
of them. Sergt. Kendall and Sergt. 
Skinner followed, and the march to the 
police station was bfgun. 

When they arrived Capt. Applegate 
gave a receipt for the prisoner. Rath¬ 
bun was then handcuffed to Patrolman 
Wall, and accompanied by Sergt. Ken¬ 
dall and Patrolmun Summers took nlm 
to the county Jail. 

The population seemed to be out to 
see the prisoner. He was observant and 
smiled over the attention given him. 

“If it was daylight I gue#» j wou Jd 
be kodaked every step of the way.” was 
his comment. 

He asked about the reporters, and 
said he had been worried almost to dis¬ 
traction by them In Louisville. 

On reaching the Jail he had nothing to 
say. He was conducted to the second 
• tier and assigned to cell No. 4. This 
is on the north side and midway of the 
jail. It is a steel box and at nlgtit Is 
as dark as a dungeon. 

When a reporter for this paper called

Case Thoroughly Worked Up. 

"We have the case worked up thor¬ 
oughly against him on this side of the 
river.

We liavc 
covered Rathbun. step by step, since 
he came to the city. We have shown 
how he met Goodman, and have found 
witnesses to the original meeting. We 
know what Goodman thought of the 
maxtea— that he had found an easy 
i mark, who was going to do the rlglut 
| thing and take him to Frankfort. 
“Finally, we have Rathbun’s confes¬ 
sion that he Intended to murder Good*, 
man. and lured him over the river for 
that purpose. We have the whole s.ory 
of his desertion and the planning of the 
scheme to defraud the Insurance com- 
I pony. We have traced k all. step by 
step. to the Falls City Hotel. The Iden¬ 
tity of U-ooduuuv Is completely and 
dearly set*led.

One Missing Link. 

“Rathbun admit* intending to murder 
him. There is a strong chain of dr- 
ourmatanMoJ evidence. All that Is lack¬ 
ing is the proof of the purchase of the 
drug and Its actual administration by 
Rathbun. 

“There may be evidence In the man’s 
body, and there may not be. It all de¬ 
pends. you know, on what was used to 
do the w*ork. Tne Coroner in Jefferson¬ 
ville says laudanum. If he can prove 
It, then you have the case. Much de¬ 
pends now on the autopsy. If lauda¬ 
num be found in the body everything 
4s black for Rathbun. If they find no 
laudanum, the matter will rest with the 
Jury. Certainly Rathbun has oon resold 
to hi* intention of oommJtting murder, 
while the eff-nrt to beat the Insurance 
company Is plain. 

"No. 1 think it will be some time be¬ 
fore Rathbun is free."

Rathbun was next asked If his wife 
at Little Rock was Implicated in the 
plot to collect the Insurance.

Rathbun was asked If he enjoyed hfs 
supper. 

"I ate what I wanted," was his curt 
reply.

No One Can See Rathbun. 

Sheriff Rave, of Clark county, lnd.. 
proposes to take no chances with Rath¬ 
bun. He has practically placed a wat h 
over him. It will be the duty of an at¬ 
tache of the Jail to occasionally in*er 
Into his cell to see If all Is well. 

The Sheriff said to a Courier-Journal 
reporter: “The public will not be ad¬ 
mitted to the Jail to see this man. He 
Is not. on exhibition. This Is positive 
and final. Thursday morning I intend 
to give him another suit of clothes. If 
he ha* any poison or anything else con¬ 
cealed in the suit he Is wearing he will 
have no chance to use It. This Is sim¬ 
ply precaution. I do not Intend that 
Rathbun shall ’beat’ me.”

May Be Tried Monday. 


Rathbun. In all probability, will be 
tried during the term of the Clark Cir¬ 
cuit Court which begins next Monday. 
Judge Marsh will call a special grand 
jury, and an Indictment will be at on<*e 
returned. 

The body of Goodman will be re¬ 
turned to Jeffersonville from Little 
Rock. Prosecutor Mayfield and Capt. 
Applegate decided this yesterday. They 
authorized Chief Sullivan to wire the 
Coroner at Little Rock to this effect. 
Yesterday afternoon Coroner E. M. 
Coot*, of Jeffersonville, sent Coroner J. 
M. Young the following message; 

"Want Rathbun’s supposed body for 
evidence. Under w~hat conditions can 
we get It by paying express charges?" 

Coroner Coots thought It possible that 
an effort might be made to recover the 
money expended In getting the corpse 
there, and he does not propose to pay 
anything but the actual cost of return¬ 
ing the remains. 

Capt. Sullivan and Detectives Dona¬ 
hue and Ross are still searching for 
the druggist who sold the poison. The 
three detectives are receiving many 
congratulations upon the manner in 
, which they solved the mystery.

My name Is 
Ten Eyke.” 

The prisoner began to smile, then re¬ 
marked: 

"Yes. I belong to that old Knicker¬ 
bocker family, the Ten Eykes, of New 
York. What newspapers have I work¬ 
ed on? Well. 1 am n *t going to tell. 
You say was I a compositor. I was an 
all-round printer. I quit the business 
when linotype machines were inuo- 


Little Rock. Ark.. Nov. 13.—[Special.! 
—The question of the Identity of the 
dead body shipped from Jeffersonville 

to Little Rock a* thrft of Newell C. 
Rathbun is still puzzling Coroner 
Young, of this city, and his jury. The 
jury summoned yesterday by the Cor¬ 
oner began Its Inquest at noon to-day. 
The first witness, Durand Whipple, sa d 
he had seen several times the recruiting 
sergeant, wh*i made hi* office In the 
Whipple building. He did not know the 
man's name, but Sunday identified a 
photograph of Newell C. Rathbun as 
that person. He had viewed the corpse 
went here a* Rathbun’s and was posi¬ 
tive that it was not his. lie knew Rath¬ 
bun absolutely and could Identify him 
anyw*here and under any conditions. 
He had a distinctive face, and one of 
his prominent features was a dimple in 
the chin, which mark h« did not see on 
the corpse, and otherwise the face of 
the dead man bore no resemblance to 
Rathbun. Rathbun wore a mustache, 
while the corpse had slight down on 
the upper Up. and It looked as If the 
face had never been shaved. He had 
never seen the man w’hose corpse was 
here. 

H. M. Anmlstead. a lawyer believed 
to represent the life Insurance company, 
snowed Mr. Whipple pictures and began 
to ask him questions, and at this Junc¬ 
ture a slight tilt arose between Jury¬ 
man McCiue and the lawyer. Objection 
was made to Mr. Armistead’s presence, 
but it was finally settled by allowing 
him to remain. 

• • • 

Another Negative Witness. 

E. H. Sanders testified that he had 
seen Rathbun many times, and did not 
believe that the body was his. He said 
he thought the body was that of a man 
who was here with the races In the 
spring of 1900. but as to this he was 
not positive, but he could with* every 
degree of certainty say that the body 
was not that of Rathbun. 

Chris Elkins, a barber, testified that 
he knew the man who was here as re¬ 
cruiting sergeant, and who gave the 
name of Rathbun. He saw the body 
and noted some resemblance, but could 
not state positively whether It was 
Rathbun or not. Rathbun had a promi¬ 
nent dimple, which the dead man did 
not have. He also thought the hair of 
the corpse was a shade lighter than 
that of Rathbun. 

William O'Connell testified that there 
might be a slight resemblance between 
Rathbun and the corpse from the nose 
up. but he was positive the corpse was 
not that of Rathbun. He never saw 
the dead man before. He said that he 
would recognize Rathbun with hla mus¬ 
tache off. and was certain that the 
dead man was not Rathbun.

Says Wife Identified Body. 

Charles McKeown, whose wife Is a 
sister of Mrs. Rathbun. testified thnt 
he knew Rathbun well. He had looked 
at the body, and thought that It was 
undoubtedly that of Rathbun. He seld 
that his wife had tokl him that Rath¬ 
bun had had his mustache shaved off 
two days before he left here, eight 
weeks ago. but he had never seen him 
with his mustache off. Witness re¬ 
ceived the body at the railway station 
Sunday morning, and had It conveyed 
to his house on Third and Cross streeta. 
When the coffin wa* opened Rathbun's 
wife viewed the remains and said: 
"That’s my darling."

Washington. Nov. 13.—[Special-]— 
Internal Revenue Collector Craft, of 
Louii*vil!e, called at the Treasury De¬ 
partment to-day and arranged his $140.- 
000 bond. It has been approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. When Mr. 
Craft takes the oath of office he will be 
required to make another bond of $40.- 
000 to cover his position as disbursing 
agent for th* * 1 district, a total of $180,000. 
Mr. Craft wild to-night that he expect¬ 
ed to be sworn in Monday morning. 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Yerkes 
will probably detail Revenue Agent 
Thrasher to transfer the office from 
Acting Collector Gwathmey to Collector 
Craft. It will be necessary for the 
ag^nt to go over every Item In the office 
and for Mr. Craft to sign the receipt* 
Owing to the large amount of whisky 
In bond In the Fifth district.

Comingore Summarily Dismissed. 

The appointment of Craft to the Lou¬ 
isville eolIector*h!p seems to meet with 
& more favorable response than that 
of Mr. IJeberth In Covington. It Is 
reported the President has received 
many telegrams protesting against Lie- 
berth’? appointment. These ore based 
on the supposition that the appoint¬ 
ment has not yet been officially made. 

The worst feature of the whole affair 
is that Comlngore win* removed out¬ 
right, and not given a chance to re¬ 
sign. He made one of the best Col¬ 
lectors In the Government service, and 
Is said the opposition to him orig¬ 
inated largely through the fact that he 
would not allow his office to be run by 
the politician?. Sapp, who never missed 
an opportunity to violate the civil serv¬ 
ice laws, w*a* allowed to resign, but 
Comingore, who has been a civil serv¬ 
ice advocate, is practically dismissed 
from office by a civil service reform 
President, who evidently acted so 
quickly he did not take time to properly 
inform himself upon the actual condi¬ 
tions in Covington.

RURAL FREE DELIVERY EMPLOYES 

W.LL BE UNDER CIVIL SERVICE 


After months of alleged lawb-snea® 
growing out of the troubles between 
union coal miners and the operators In 
Hopkins county, the Federal Court has 
been asked to intervene. An order has 
been Issued by Judge Evans which. If 
not obeyed by the strikers, will be en¬ 
forced by Federal marshals. 

The Federal Court was Invoked by 
the Relnecke Coal Mining Company last 
night, and Judge Evans signed an or¬ 
der to prevent “all persons w’hatsover" 
un:ll the further order of the court from 
Interfering with the company or Its em¬ 
ployes in the operation of Its mines. 

James D. Wood, the District Presi¬ 
dent of the United Mine Workers, and 
a number of others are specifically 
brought within the provisions of the 
order and then “all persons whatsoever" 
are included. 

The order further enjoins them from 
entering upon the company's premlfw 
for the purpose of interfering with Its 
business In any manner and from com¬ 
pelling by intimidation, force or vlolenc# 
to lnd ace the company’s employes to 
refuse to work or to prevent other per¬ 
sons by such means from entering th» 
company’s employ. 

Another portion of the enjoining or¬ 
der Is a* follow’*: 

“And from destroying or Injuring or 
molesting or In any way attempting to 
destroy or injure or molest the proper¬ 
ties or business of said company at th* 
said Relnecke mines In Hopkins county. 

"And from assembling, maintaining «»r 
remaining in a camp or assemblage of 
men within gunshot range of said com¬ 
pany's said property or In the neighbor, 
hood thereof, and from assembling in 
bodies on or near the highway or road 
generally used by the employes of said 
company for the purpose of passing to 
and fro l>etween the aforesaid property 
and the homes of said company’s em¬ 
ployes In such manner as to intimidate 
or frighten Its said employes.** 

A motion for a permanent injunction 
will be heard before Judge Evans In 
I»uisvllle November 25 at 9 a. ra. 

If the restraining order Is not obeyed 
Federal marshals will he sent to Hop- 
kin* county to see that It i*.

A Last Resort.

HUNDRED LIVES LOST 

BY GALES IN ENGLAND. 


Many Ships Wrecked Or Stranded, 
and Many of Their Crews 
Perish. 


London, Nov. 14.—(Special Cable.) 

—2 a. m.—The disasters caused by the 
heavy gale which has been blowing 
since Tuesday continue to multiply. 

The Swedish bark Trio has been 
wrecked at Hartlepool, and seven of her 
crew were drowned. 

The Norwegian bark Imga has been 
wrecked at Shields, and fifteen of her 
crew perished. 

The steamer Whlteabey ha* stranded 
on the coast of County Down. Ireland, 
and nine paasengers aboard her lost 
their live*. 

The revenue cutter Active has been 
wrecked In the Firth of Forth. Twenty- 
three of her crew' were drowned and 
throe were saved. 

The mall boat Nord. from Dover, for 
Calais, which ran down the lightship of 
the work* of the new Dover pier. h*» 
Succeeded In returning to Dover. The 
mail* and passengers Ha ^ The 
crew of the lightship also landed at day¬ 
break. after passing a terrible night at 
sea In a small boat. 

Over the Welsh lowland* the torren¬ 
tial rains are Increasing, causing dis¬ 
astrous flood*. Report* of wrecks and 
casualties continue to flow In. The 
death list, made up of three* and fours, 
has aji aggregate approaching one hun¬ 
dred.

Hopkins Mine Owners Alarmed By 
Appearance of Armed Men. 

Madlsonvllle, Ky., Nov. 13.—[Special.1 
—Late this afternoon as the Relnecke 
miners were returning from work twen¬ 
ty-two unknown men armed with rifles 
entered a field directly opposite the 
mines fiThey remained there almost an 
hour, and, as was the case yesterday, 
not a shot was fired or a word spoken. 
The nonunion miners were allowed to 
proceed to their homes without Interfer¬ 
ence. After the last man had departed 
the armed men quietly dispersed and 
disappeared In the woods. About 7 
o’clock this evening five shots were fired 
In the vicinity of the Relnecke mines 
IMt*'r In the evening several more shots 
were fired. The shots came from tbe 
woodb some distance beyond the mines 
and about a half mile away from the 
union camp. The guards at the mines 
may they heard the shooting, but do not 
think the shots were directed at the 
mines. 

A man who arrived from the Uein- 
*cke mines to-night reports there are 
fifty or seventy-five armed men In the 
woods near the old union camp, which Ic 
located almost a mile from the minis. 
Hla story has been verified by several 
men who live In that direction. This has 
been the only sign of lawlessness noticed 
to-day

Armed Guards Re-enforced. 

That the operators are preparing for 
trouble there can be no doubt. A num¬ 
ber of armed guards have been put on 
at the Relnecke to re-enforce the guards 
Already on duty there. Late th.s aft¬ 
ernoon Manager Bailey, of the Reln¬ 
ecke Company, went before County 
Judge Hall and made affidavit that 
eight pieces of the company’s property 
were In danger of destruction.and asked 
that guards be appointed to protect the 
property. Judge Hall Instructed the 
Sheriff to sumomn two men to guard 
each piece of property named.

Before leaving one of 
them said: 

’’Injunctions are for lawyers, not for 
laboring men; we don’t understand 
them. I guess It means that Federal 
troops will be sent here. If they will 
let us alone we’ll let them alone and 
they won’t need any injunctions." 

None of the employes of the operators 
seem to know anything about it, and 
declare it was news to them.

The directors decided that the funds 
necessary for the retirement of the pre¬ 
ferred stock should be obtained by the 
sale at not less than par of $75,000,000 
of 4 per cent, bonds convertible Into 
common stock, each holder of common 
stock now outstanding being entitled to 
purchase at par an amount equal to 
seventy-five eightieths of the amount of 
his present holding.

Spencer Succeeds Bacon. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—While tho War 
Department has not been advised of the 
reported step to secure the release of 
Aguinaldo from captivity through writ 
of habeas corpus, they were prepared 
for a move In that direction. A few 
weeks ago the first application of the 
kind was made In the case of a military 
prisoner, and, as there was some indi¬ 
cation of a disposition on the part of 
the commission to uphold the right of 
habeas corpus In that case, the depart¬ 
ment was obliged to cable some Instruc¬ 
tions both to the commission and to 
Gen. Chaffee, the result of which was a 
practical denial of the writ. 

The War Department officials have 
deprecated the mnking of an Issue of 
this Important point, pending tho de¬ 
cision of the Supreme Court Iri the 
"fourteen diamond rings” case, Involv¬ 
ing the question ns to whether the Con¬ 
stitution follov * the flag. Up to this 
time there has been no real test of the

Philippines. As far os Agutnuldo Is 
concerned. It Is said that his captivity 
ts only nominal. The only evidence of 
It consists In the arpearanee by his side 
of an army officer when he walks about 
the town, for he Is free to go almost 
anywhere. Moreover, It is said that 
this escort !h perhaps necessary to pro¬ 
tect Agulnuldo from assault, ns he has 
boen threatened by the secret societies. 


Samuel 8pencer was elected a mem¬ 
ber of the board In place of Robert Ba¬ 
con, resigned, and the board organized 
by re-electing all of the company’s pres¬ 
ent officers.

Frankfort Ky., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Judge O’Rea*, of the Appelate Court, 
this afternoon overruled a motion 
made to dlfsolve the Injunction granted 
by Judge McBeath, of the Breckinridge 
Circuit Court, compelling the County 
Election Commlsaioneis of Breckinridge 
to Include In their count the returns 
from Glendeane precinct, which the pre¬ 
cinct officers had neglected to certify. 
This precinct gave a Democratic ma¬ 
jority of about 85 votes, and the vote 
counted electa certain of the nominees 
of that party for county office*. 

The opinion of Judge ORear showing 
the controversy in detail and hla rul¬ 
ing on the motion follow: 

• •• 

Judge O’Rear’s Opinion. 

This action was Instituted In the Breck¬ 
inridge Circuit Court November 11, 19*1, 
by Mathias Miller and D. B. Moorman 
a* plaintiffs, who were the Democratic 
nominees, duly certified, and placed upon 
the ballot of Breckinridge county a a such 
for the office* of County Judge nnd mem¬ 
ber of the Houst* of Representatives, re¬ 
spectively. against the three Election 
Commissioners of Breck!nr.di;«- county 
and the officers of election of the Olen- 
deane precinct in Breckinridge county. 
The petitoln allege? that at this precinct 
at the election held on the 6th day of 
November, 1901, the plaintiffs and the 
other nominees of the Democratic ticket 
received about 174 and their opponents 
about 5S vou-s. giving to the Democratic 
ticket substantially a majority of about 
W. that the defendant officers of election 
failed to certify the result of said votes, 
but delivered the ballots sealed, ius re* 
qulred by law, to the Ulerk of the County 
Court of Breckinridge county, and that 
tho defendants, the Election Commission¬ 
ers, were proceeding to canvas*, the re¬ 
turns of ail the precincts in said county 
to ascertain the result of that elect on, 
end would Ignore the result stated at the 
Glendeane precinct, unless the election 
officers were compelled to or d.d certify 
to them such result; that the election of¬ 
ficers were refusing to make such certifi¬ 
cate or any certificate, and that the re¬ 
sult of such refusal and Xalbir* would 
be to defeat the Democratic Varidldate* 
named, and to award the certificates to 
their opponents. 

• • • 

Prayer of the Petition. 

The petition prayed for a writ of man¬ 
damus against the election officers named 
to compel the prooinct ortWr* to certify 
the result of the election held In that 
precinct on the day nanud. and to com¬ 
pel the County Election Commissioners 
to Include such result, whatever it was. 
In their canvassing of the return* of the 
county. Pending the motion for the writ 
of mandamus, the plaintiffs sought end 
obtained from the Circuit Judge in vaca¬ 
tion a restraining order protectlngyhelr 
rights. Upon this application the Circuit 
Judge entered a temporary restraining 
order requiring the officer* of election to 
certify the result of tho election men¬ 
tioned at their precinct, but restraining 
the County Election Commissioners from 

K recording with or completing their la- 
ora In canvnsslng the* vote of the coun¬ 
ty. and restraining them from giving any 
certificate of their final action until Micii 
time ns tho precinct certificate was filed 
before them. Or. In defualt of any cer¬ 
tificate being filed from that precinct, a 
direction to the County Commialowr* to 
open tho ballot boxes of that precinct, 
ami to them** Ives count the ballots a? 
they wore cast. Two of the election of¬ 
ficer* Imve signed the certificate, which 
they say is correct, and wbltih Js not de¬ 
nied. so far. In the re ord as being cor¬ 
rect. But the remaining two continue, 
so far as this record shows, to icfuse and 
foil to make any certificate.

Various Grounds Presented. 


ruled the petition of the Common¬ 
wealth for a rehearing and modifica¬ 
tion of the opinion of the court In the 
case of Dr. W. E. Clnrk. agalhst the 
Commonwealth, appealed from the 
Webster Circuit Court. Clark was con¬ 
victed of the murder of Miss Com Wal¬ 
ler by a criminal abortion, and sen¬ 
tenced to confinement for ten years in 
the State penitentiary. The Court c*f 
Appeal* reversed the Judgment and 
sent the case back for a new trial. Ths 
modification asked for by the Common- 
wealth was to admit testimony a* to 
Clark being a professional abortionist.

Tax Case Reinstated. 


The court reversed a Judgment of the 
Jefferson Chancery Court In the case of 
the city of Louisville agulnst Rebecca 
Black Hornsby’s executrix. The city 
filed thla action In 1887 to recover of 
appeiLe’g testator taxes claimed to be 
due the city. The rase was dismissed 
In 1898 for lack of prosecution. The 
court her$ revernes the Judgment, fol¬ 
lowing a recent decision In a Lou'svllle 
case In which It was held that delay In 
bringing to trial an Issue made by the 
parties did not again set In motion the 
running of the statute, which had been 
arrested by the filing of the suit 
• • • 

Prison Sentence Reversed. 

The felony judgment of the Laurel 
Circuit Court In the cose of Chief 
Strange against the Commonweal* h 
was reversed. Judge Hobson w'ritlng 
the opinion, nnd a new trial ordered. 
Strange was Indicted jointly with one 
Lowle Colvin for the murder of Henry 
S. Rowland. He secured a separate 
trial, and upon conviction was sen¬ 
tenced to confinement for twelve year* 
in the State penitentiary. Th«* court 
here reverses because of the admission 
of Incompetent evidence at the trial.

Insurance Company Loses. 


Judge O'Roar handed down an opin¬ 
ion affirming, with damage*, a Judg¬ 
ment of the Jefferaon Law and Equity 
Court In the case of the Thuringia In¬ 
surance Company against !»mdla Mri- 
lott. The appellee sued to recover the 
fuJl amount of n policy of insurance for 
$1,800 on a house which she considered 
totally destroyed. She secured Judg¬ 
ment in the lower court for $765. The 
company appealed on the Instructions 
of the court below', defining Section 700 
of the Kentucky Statute* a* to total 
loss. The Appellate Court uphold* the 
Instructions given.

Jefferson Chancery Reversed. 


The Judgment of the Jefferson Chan¬ 
cery Court In the case of Sarah Ann 
Barth and other* against John C. Barth 
was reversed, and the case pent back to 
the lower court with Instruction*. The 
controversy arose over a piece of land 
which James Pendleton, father of the 
appellant, conveyed to Rurth, hi* *on- 
in-law, upon certain trust?. The ques¬ 
tion raised was what interest the 
mother and three children took under 
the deed. The court here holds that th~ 
Circuit Court erred in holding that the 
appellant took the land under the deed 
Jointly with her children, and that »he 
did not own a life estate therein.

Convicted Man Set Free. 


The felony Judgment of the Perry 
Circuit Court in the case of Doxan 
Richie against the Commonwealth was 
reversed, and the ca*e sent back with 
Instructions to dismiss the indictment. 
Judge Burnam delivered the opinion. 
Riley wa* convicted of desertion of his 
Infant child and sentenced to confine¬ 
ment in tlie Stats' prison for one year.

Felony Judgment "Upheld. 

Judge O'Rear handed dow n an opin¬ 
ion affirming a Judgment of the Letcher 
Circuit Court In the case of Isom Col¬ 
lier agulnst the Commonwealth. Collier 
was convicted of the crime of houne- 
burnlng and sentenced to the peniten¬ 
tiary for fourteen year*.

STARTS ALL THE TROUBLE. 


President of Bluegraas Typographical 
Union Expelled From the 
Convention. 


HOPKINS * * STRIKERS UPHELD. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
X row in the State Federation of Labor 
over the address of Col. W. C. P. Breck¬ 
inridge last night was augmented to¬ 
night by the decision of the Bluegrass 
Typographical Union to withdraw from 
the federation, and labor leaders pre¬ 
dict that the day’s event will result in 
the disruption of the organization. Inhi3 
address Col. Breckinridge stated he fa¬ 
vored combinations of labor and com¬ 
binations of capital, that both have a 
right to combine, but he condemned re¬ 
cent strikes, and took occasion to ob¬ 
serve that he did not believe a national 
federation of labor would ever be pos¬ 
sible because of varied and conflicting 
business Interests of various sections. 

• • • 

Union’s Quick Action. 


During Col. Breckinridge's speech a 
number of delegates left the hall, and 
so incensed were they that they suc¬ 
ceeded in having a resolution adopted 
expelling L. C. Learning, president of 
the Bluegrass Typographical Union and 
foreman of the newspaper edited by Col. 
Breckinridge. As soon as this action 
was tak*»n James J. O’Brien, the only 
accredited Lexington delegate, walked 
out of the meeting. 

To-morrow morning at ^ o’clock, when 
the convention reconvenes, he will hand 
to President McGill the resolutions 
adopted by the union whose head was 
expelled to-day. The labor delegates 
caused to be printed to-night a thou¬ 
sand handbills announcing that Mr. C. 
J. Bronston would answer the argu¬ 
ments of Col. Breckinridge In an ad¬ 
dress at the courthouse to-morrow 
night, and there are various expres¬ 
sions of opinion as to how the with¬ 
drawal of the local union will be re¬ 
ceived.

Wood’s Opinion. 

Vice President Wood, of the Kentucky 
Association, said to-night that he be¬ 
lieved the actions of the convention 
to-day would be reversed to-morrow 
when the letter of President Learning 
was fully considered. It is learned that 
pome of the delegates have a personal 
grievance against Col. Breckinridge, 
and were glad of an opportunity to re¬ 
buke him. President McGill is doing all 
In hBl9 power to have the trouble set¬ 
tled without further wrangle. 

There was no business done to-day, 
and the convention will be prolonged 
one day because of the trouble. A vote 
•was taken at the outset on the conven¬ 
tion proceeding to business, and It lost 
In a hurrv.

Bluegrass Union Withdraws. 

At the meeting of the Bluegrass 
Typographical Union to-night resolu¬ 
tions were adopted withdrawing from 
the Kentucky Federation of l^abor. 
The action of Delegate O'Brien In leav¬ 
ing the convention was indorsed; all ar¬ 
rangements made by President Learn¬ 
ing were approved nnd his acts In¬ 
dorsed.

Coroner Coots, of Clark c »unty. says 
that laudanum was the cause of Good¬ 
man’s death, but then the Coroner’s pe¬ 
culiar method of investigation is not 
trusted In all quarters 

A remark that Rathbun made himself 
is largely responsible for the chloroform 
theory. 

Rathbun was in Capt. Sullivan’s of¬ 
fice with the chief. The cross-question¬ 
ing hud been going on for a long time. 

"YVhat did you think of it when you 
read all these stories of laudanum hav¬ 
ing been found In the dead man’s stom¬ 
ach.

A Jeffersonville lawyer advances this 
theory: 

"In all probability the fatal dosa of I 
laudanum was administered by Rath- 
bun to his victim after they had reach- 1 
ed the Falls City Hotel. It must be re¬ 
membered that Rathbun Is a compara¬ 
tive stranger in this vicinity, and he 
had planned, us he says, to hid? his 
crime by firing the Falls City Hotel. 
Rathbun got his victim very drunk In 
Louisville «tid crossed to Jeffersonville 
on the 11:25 ferryboat. Now, had the 
laudanum been administered In Louis¬ 
ville, beyond a doubt Goodman would 
never have been able to reach the !

"There is every reason for thinking 
that Rathbun would wait until Good¬ 
man was safely In his rootn. They had 
an uncertain time, to Rathbun at least, 
to wait for the boat, and docktender 
Reach ©ays they did wait s.»m* minutes j 
In the Louisville dock; It required from 
ten to fifteen minutes to cross in the , 
ferry; the levee was to climb, and. after ! 
a walk of two and a half block*, the j 
victim must mount the stairs to his 1 
room. This all consumed over half an 
hour, and experts agree that a mild 
doBi* of laudanum will product* pro¬ 
found sleep in thirty minutes, and a 
large dose will produce apoplectic sleep ’ 
and partial ifaralysis in much less time. 
If this be true, it is easy to conclude 
that Rathbun did not administer the 
poison In L>ulsville. for the reason that 
he feared hls victim would die in the 
uncertain time that would he required 
to take him to the Jeff« ij5onvtUe hotel. 
The only logical and probable theory is 
that when he had put Goodman t*» bed 
the accused gave him, n*» a laet drink, 
the fatal dose of poison."

He did not have the 
drug on hand Just at th** time.

He was 
present when the discovery was made 
that laudanum was In Goodman’s stom¬ 
ach. He detected It plainly. Dr. Doo¬ 
little says he can swear that it wns 
laudanum. 

•WITNESSES ARE FOUND. 

Persons Who Knew Rathbun and 
Goodman Tell of Theiz-Behavior. 

Important facts calculated further to 
establish the guilt of Rathbun were un¬ 
earth ed yesterday. 

Detectives Donahue and Ross, accom¬ 
panied by a reporter for this paper, 
went to the Salvation Army headquar¬ 
ters. and Donahue ascertained from the 
clerk' that Goodman had repeatedly oc¬ 
cupied room No. 49. In the course of the 
conversation he mentioned a little boy, 
then In the place, wiio had been be¬ 
friended by Charles Goodman, the vic¬ 
tim of the plot, and who had told him 
good-bye the night Goodman was lured 
to his death.

Often he gave me a dime 
to pay for my bed. Wednesday evening 
I asked him for ten cents with which 
to get something to eat. Often before 
when I asked him for money he would 
act like he did not want to give It. but 
this time he was feeling happy, for he 
said as he pulled out about $1:’Max, I’ve 
struck a ’mark.* Say, he’s great. I left 
him up by the GaK House. I am going 
to make $100 and maybe $200 this week.

"I knew Goodman well," said Fitch 
as he pulled out a stone pipe with a 
short stem.

JOHN CUDAHY CHARGED 
WITH BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


Union Stockyards Company of Nash¬ 
ville Sues Him For $100,000. 


Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 13.—[Special.] 
—The Union Stockyards Company, of 
this city, to-day brought suit against 
John Cudahy, of Chicago, for $100,000 
for alleged breach of contract. The 
complainants allege that they entered 
Into a contract with Cudahy to build 
a packing-house of a certain capacity 
in this city, to be operated continuously. 
The purpose was to advance Uve stock 
Interests in this section and to build 
up a market where people could dispose 
of their live stock. Cudahy was deed¬ 
ed by the stockyards company free land 
to the value of $35,000 on which to build 
a packing-hnuse. He built the house of 
the capacity agreed on, but it Is claimed 
has n.it kept It In operation and has. 
it Is alleged, purposely demoralized bus¬ 
iness of the stockyards and built up the 
Industr> In Louisville, where Cudahy 
har another packing-house. 

Thp complainants believe Cudahy has 
operated the Nashville house on a lim¬ 
ited capacity so as to force hogs and 
cattle In this market to hls Louisville 
packing-house. They claim their busi¬ 
ness is now worse than it was ten years 
ago. when they entered Into contract 
with Cudahy. Cudahy is here to-day.

A CORNER IN EGGS. 


500,000 Cases Now In Cold Storage 
In Chicago. 


Chicago, Nov. 13.—Local packers are 
believed to be cornering the egg market 
and now have 500,000 cases in cold stor¬ 
age. The combination expects. It is 
said, to have the market completely un¬ 
der their control before the middle of 
January Conditions are such at this 
date that prices are advancing rapidly, 
having gone up to twenty-seven cents 
from twenty-two cents within the past 
week. 


Approximately $350,000 Spent By 
Counties And Cities In Fight¬ 
ing the Disease. 


LOUISVILLE’S GOOD RECORD. 


Dr. J. N. McCormack, secretary of 
the 8tate Board of Health of Kentucky, 
lias completed hls report, which will be 
sent to the Legislature at the coming 
session In January. Last night he gave 
out a part of the report which relates to 
the smallpox epidemic which has been 
general in numerous sections of the 
State for the post thiee year*. The 
report contains figures which Dr. Mc¬ 
Cormack says show that the prevalence 
of the disease has caused more deaths, 
and a greater expenditure of money to 
srtamj: it out. than any other disease 
which the health officers of the State 
ever had to encounter. 

The report Is at* follows: 

Of the 119 counties In Kentucky all but 
tune—Clinton. Cumberland. Edmonson, Es*- 
t111, Gallatin. Harlan, LaRue. Owsley and 
Trigg all remote from the main lines of 
travel—have had more or less experience 
with smallpox during the presttn epidem¬ 
ic covering a period of nearly four years 
Detailed reports from 1<>8 of th* afflicted 
counties and from every municipality »n 
the State have been received by the Stat« 
Board of Health. 

A total of 394 distinct outbreaks are te- 
ported. 85 of these !>elng fresh Importa¬ 
tions from other Btates. In all 11,269 case* 
ar.* reported, with 1W deaths, a mortality 
of 1 63 per cent. Special hospitals were 
erected In 63 counties and municipalities, 
but probably ft majority of cuees outride 
of the larg** cities and towns were Isolat¬ 
ed and treated in their homes. 

Reports are made of 392,280 persons vao- 
clnuted during the epidemic, and of 408.825 
found protected by one or more previous 
vaccinations, out of a total population of 
2.147,174, leaving 1.335.039, or a little morc- 
thin 02 tier cent, unvaccinated Three 
hundred and forty thousand, or over 4o 
per cent, of those vaccinated, are resi¬ 
dents of the larger cities ami towna, 17o*C0.' 
of the city of Louisville.

Money Used To Fight Disease. 


The actual cash expended from county 
and municipal treasuries on account of 
smallpox was im.ZTh to say nothing of the 
expanse to Individuals. The reported lost 
from interference with business was $734,- 
000. This does not include the great loss 
to 1 raiuqn>rtatlon companies from inter¬ 
ference with travel and commerce. This 
latter item !« only an aggregate of esti¬ 
mates. many boards not reporting upon 
this point, and is only given for wlrat it 
Is worth. 

These are the bare, naked figures In re¬ 
gard to the moirt expensive ami w*no¬ 
spread epidemic from which our State has 
ever ?*urT**red. and covers an experience 
which might have been easily avoided had 
need be»*n given to tive united voice of 
the nnnUoal profession and the iterated 
and reiterated warnings of State, city and 
county health officials urging universal 
vaccination. 

Our people had had Utile experience 
with smallpox since the Civil War. and 
a generation had grown up not only un¬ 
protected by. but indifferent to. vaccina¬ 
tion. A generation of physicians had 
come on. also, moft of w'hom had never 
seen a •’.sse of smallpox. These conditions 
account for the frequent errors In diagno¬ 
sis. and this In turn for the wide preva¬ 
lence of the disease.

Origin of Epidemic. 


The origin of the present epidemic la 
now pretty well understood. The dismast? 
was brought from Honduras to Mobile In 
thr winter of 1896-97. gradually spread up 
through the mining regions of Alabama 
and Tennessee, the first case reaching us 
m Mlddlesboro from Birmingham early m 
December, 1897. In the person of a negro 
miner.

It was stamped out .*f» * r S48J 4 
ruses and four deaths, the city •• t I » 
rigid quarantine until It was done. 

The next importations were from Knox¬ 
ville to Jelllco and Richmond, and at both 
places many cases and exposurfs occurred 
ijefore the disease was diagnosticated and 
reported, but both outbreaks were *tamp- 
t*d out In the face of much difficulty. 

Prom this time on importation* w^?re 
frequent and into widely separated sec¬ 
tions of the State. The funds of this 
board were soon exhausted and we went 
unable to send our Inspectors to the as- 
sUtatv’e of the local hoards, except where 
the local fiscal authorities w*ouid meet the 
expense. But leaflets and circulars of 
warning w*en' scattered broadcast and 
mult ip! ed a thousand fold by the gener¬ 
osity of the newspapers.

No Cases On October 1*. 


Tn the spring of 1900 the General A** 
sembiy Increased the annuul appropria¬ 
tion of the board to $5,000, and when this 
became available in June we were again 
able to take the field against the dis¬ 
ease in earnest. Many county and mu¬ 
nicipal Boards of Health had been able 
to do Ideal work in the meantime with 
funds fumCshed by their respective fis- 
ral authorities, confining the disease to 
llrsi cases or famlles in nearly every In¬ 
stance. TTds was the desire of the local t 
boards everywhere, but as a rule they J 
were hampered and thwarted by the par- 
filrrpr.rry and short-sighted economy of the t. 
local purse-borers, and too often the * 
disease spread from community to com- M 
mnintty practically unhindered. 

For this reason our tvork was very diffi¬ 
cult for months, but some counties 

an 1 towns were persuaded, some threat¬ 
ened, and a few put under snrlct non- 
Intercourso quarantine. At last the head¬ 
way was apparent nnd by October 1 of 
this year not a case existed in the State 
Sm e that time importation* have been 
made into three widely separated coun¬ 
ties. and wrjth 62 per cent, of our popula¬ 
tion not only un vaccinated, but gnomnt 
and negligent upon the subject, the whole 
work may have to be done ove 
time.

The Russian Crop Failure. 

’ Talking about crop shortages, the 
peally distressing news comes from 
Russia. In this country, if we cannot 
have corn bread, the masses can eat 
wheat cakes, which cost only a trifle 
more and are more nutritious. In spite 
of the recent advances In wheat the 
price of Minnesota patent Hour is still 
15#i20 cenLs per bushel under the 
cost a year ago. In Russia very few 
of the peasantry are able to eat even 
pure rye bread, and the immense grain 
exports of that country, even In good 
years, arc the sacrifices of the peasant 
to meet his enormous taxes. There is 
the best of testimony that he and hln 
family and his work animals suffer all 
the tim* from lack of food, and yet 
the average peasant has to pay $3^ 
to $35 a year In direct taxes, besides 
heavy indirect charges. 

Recalling these hard conditions In 
good time.--, it is most depressing to 
read the annual crop summary of the 
Minister of Agriculture for European 
Russlc. which has been published this 
week. It says all the crops were be¬ 
low the average, and In most parts of 
the East and South they were "bad. 
In places very bad." The yield of rye 
was less than half the average in 
thirty-two districts; In sixty-five others 
the percentage of crop was BO, to 75; in 
eighty-eight from 75 to DO per cent. 
Winter wheat was "bad'* in Poland and 
the Baltic provinces, the Don province 
and Yekaterlnoalaff. All summer grains 
were below the average, and ranged 
from ‘‘bad to very bad" Jn the East 
and Southeast. 

The short harvest of 1900 caused a 
deficit of 1.600.000 roubles In the annual 
payments for the lands, and there 
will be a still further falling off this 
year. It should be understood that the 
Russian peasants hold lands in com¬ 
mon. which were granted to them 
when serfdom was abolished. The Gov¬ 
ernment at that time turned over to 
them all the land that'It could secure 
from the nobility and wealthy land 
owners, but it was never enough. This 
land is apportioned In common by the 
rural communities, and as the families 
grow the Individual shares become less. 
The peasants itre required to pay for 
the?* lands In annual Instruments, and 
In spite of their economy have re¬ 
peatedly had to be exempted from these 
obligations. It Is evident that this will 
have to be done again this year, and 
yet It was only a few years ago that 
a famine was experienced so severe it 
brought out contributions from all 
parts of the world.

Reciprocity Treaties. 

The recent udders of Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, before the Middlesex 
Club, upon reciprocity and kindred sub¬ 
jects has attracted considerable atten¬ 
tion on account of his close relations 
with the President, and also becausr his 
attitude toward reciprocity was more 
friendly than was expected. It remains 
to be seen, however, whether anything 
practical con come of his expressions 
of devotion to reciprocity In the ab¬ 
stract. 

Mr. Lodge deviated himself earnestly 
in favor of the policy of reciprocity, 
and approved the last speech of Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley upon that aubjec*. He Insisted 
that reciprocity is an integral part of 
protection, and this Is true to the ex¬ 
tent that physic is an Integral part 
of dlt^ase; that is. if there is no sick¬ 
ness there is no need of medicine. So 
Senator Lodge triumphantly shows that 
if there Is no tariff there cun be no re¬ 
moval of duties as a basis of reciprocity. 
Certainly there can be no dispute about 
this, but there j<* grave reason to ques¬ 
tion the policy of putting duties so high 
that the public Interest requires them 
to be lowered by means of a treaty. 

It to our object, however, rather to 
notice Mr. Lodge's attitude toward 
pending treaties than his devotion to 
any sort of general principles. Having 
had a good deal to do with the Kaxson 
treaties. In which the reciprocity work I 
of President McKinley Is embodied, he j 
is able to give a clear account of their ( 
status. He states that there are j 
eleven treaties in all. Five came in 
with the first session of the Inst Con¬ 
gress. and six more at the second ses¬ 
sion. The treaty with France was re¬ 
ported at the first session. In 
April, 1900. During the second session 
the Committee on Foreign Relations te- 
ported favorably to the Senate the 
treaties with Ecuador, Nicaragua, Brit¬ 
ish Guiana, the Dominican Republic and 
the Danish Island of Santa Crux. Thus 
six of the treaties have been favorably 
reported, but none has been acted on. 
There remain unreported the four 
treaties with the British West Indies 
and one with the Argentine Republic. 
At the opening of the new Congress on 
March 4 they were all referred again, 
and are with the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 

Speaking generally of these treaties, 
Mr. Lodge says that reciprocity Is In its 
nature a bargain, so thst when you 
come to details many different ques¬ 
tions will arise. In other words, devo¬ 
tion to the principle of reciprocity does 
not bind one to advocate every bargain 
that may be proposed. There can be no 
dissent from this statement as a mere 
generality, but there Is something more 
to be said. Presumably President Mc¬ 
Kinley. In negotiating these treaties, 
made the best bargain for the United 
States that was obtainable. Now, if 
this is true, and all the Important 
treaties are objectionable. It rather 
looks like the principle of reciprocity, 
however beautiful in appearance, la 
working very badly in practice, or else 
the objections to all these treaties, or 
at least some of them, are frivolous 
and unfounded. 

It Is true that Mr. Lodge does not 
himself object to all the treaties, but 
neither does he declare in favor of any 
of them except those with Nicaragua 
and Ecuador, to which he says there is 
no opposition whatever. The treaty 
with Argentina, involving a reduction 
of the duties on wool and hides, would 
not be objectionable to New England, 
but th**re are other parts of the country I 
that strenuously oppose it. So the 
treaty with Jamaica would suit moat of 
the States, but Is opposed in California j 
on account of the reduction on citrus 
frulta. The treaty with France is op¬ 
pos'd by the manufacturers of hosiery, 
jewelry and watches In Massachusetts 
and elsewhere. Mr. Lodge thinks they 
may be right or they may be wrong, 
but at all events their objections must 
be very carefully considered. The sum 
of the matter Is that there are objec- ' 
tions to all of the treaties, except the ! 
two named, and Senator Lodge, though ! 
he has considered the subject In com¬ 
mittee, is not willing to declare in i 
favor of any of them. 

The Junior Senator from Massachu¬ 
setts la clear-sighted enough to s-e the 
drift of these objections. 

"Every one," he says, "to for reciproc¬ 
ity. but too many forget that reciprocity 
Involves giving as well as taking Every 
one Is anxious to take, but when It 
.'omen to giving In return thoae who 
are offered up are apt to cry out." 

But the various persons who cry out 
will find means to combine, and so de¬ 
feat all the treaties. R | 9 p i aln lhat Ml 
this rate reciprocity | 8 a mere ideality 
and of no practical importance. 

Senator Lodge significantly say» that 
"it is by no means certain that the 
reciprocity that we all desire cannot 
be better and more quickly obtained by 
a general law than by a scries of 
treaties." This can hardly count us a 
new discovery’, but it Involves "tariff 
tinkering." to which so many Repub¬ 
licans are unalterably opposed except 
when duties are to be put up. The same 
men who oppose the treaties would op¬ 
pose the general law- The advantage 
would be that one vote over a third 
of the Senate could not defeat the law. 
while It cun prevent the ratification of 
a treaty, But there Is grave reaeon to 
suspvct that tht talk oX reciprocity lit 


Standard Flour the Best. 

Investigations that have been carried 
on at the University of Minnesota are 
calculated to open the eyes of the peo¬ 
ple as to the value of the various sorts 
of wheat flour as compared with the or¬ 
dinary patent productions. The result 
of these Investigations has been em¬ 
bodied In a report Issued by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Briefly, they 
show’ that standard patent Hour Is more 
digestible than graham, whole wheat 
flour and the other preparations that 
have been urged as better for weak 
stomachs than the finer flour In which 
the conks and housekeepers delight. 
The summary In the bulletin says, 
among other things; 

"According to the chemical analysis of 
graham, entire wheat and standard pat¬ 
ent flours milled from tho same lot of hard 
Scotch Fife spring wheat, the graham 
flour contained ihe highest and the patvnt 
flour the lowest percentage of total 
protein. But. according to the results of 
digestion experiments with these flours, 
the proportions of digestible or uvaibible 
protein nnd available energy In the pat¬ 
ent flour were larger than In either the 
entire wheat or the graham flour. The 
low digestibility of the protein of the lat¬ 
ter Is due to the fact that in Ixith these 
flours a considerable portion of this con¬ 
stituent Is contained In the courser par* 
tides (hranl, ami so resist the action of 
the digestive Juices and escapes diges¬ 
tion. Thus, while there actually may be 
more protein in a given amount of gra¬ 
ham or entire wheat flour than In the 
same weight of patent flour from tho 
same wheat, the body obtains lews of the 
protein nnd energy from the coarse flour 
than it does from the fine, because, al¬ 
though the Including of the bran and 
germ increases the percentage of protein. 
It decreases its digestibility. By diges¬ 
tibility Is meant the difference between 
the amounts of the several nutrients con¬ 
sumed and tho amount excreit d In the 
feces. 

"The digestibility of first and secofld 
patent flours wns not appreciably differ¬ 
ent from thnt of standard patent flour. 
The degree of digestibility of nil of tbeso 
flours Is high, due largely to their me- 
chunlcul condition—that Is. to the fact 
that they are finely ground." 

The summary goes on to say, In 
addition, that experiments with oat¬ 
meal and flour bread in milk show’ed 
that the digestibility of the bread w’as 
the greater. It was observed thnt the 
flour was ground much finer than the 
oatmeal. Perhaps This may be the real 
reason of the superiority of the flour, 
but another would be Ihe more pleasing 
appearance of the finer kinds of flour 
and the bread that Is made from them. 
The truth is. no one will eat rye bread 
if he can get wheat bread, unless for 
reasons of economy and long habit. 
Statistics from Germany show’ the 
steady gain In the consumption of 
wheat over rye in spite of the cheap¬ 
ness of the latter grain. The French 
are the largest consumers of wheat per 
capita, and yet the French peasantry 
ore as thrifty as the Germans. Bread 
is not so largely eaten In the United 
States for the reason that meat makes 
up so great a proportion of the diet. 
The "strong meat-fed men" of whom 
KlpUng speaks certainly show* the su¬ 
periority of their food in the greater 
physical and Intellectual energy’ they 
display.

PREFERS THE PASTORATE OF A

REPROACH TO CHRISTIANITY. 


The Rev. Dr. A. C. Dixon spoke to 
another great congregation at Second 
and College streets bun night. Hto 
th€*me was "Eternal Life," from John 
111.. 36. "He that belleveth on the Son 
hath everlasting life, and he that bo- 
fieveth not the Son shall not see life, 
but the wrath of God abideth on him." 
Dr. Dixon apoke Jn substance as fol¬ 
lows: 

Christianity is life. Every man should 
hav a creed, which Is the definite ex¬ 
pression of one's belief. Character to 
made by creed. A creed Is like the bas¬ 
ket that holds the rruit. If we eat the 
fruit, we shall be benefited, but are 
should not try to eat the basket. Re¬ 
ceive unto your heart the truth that Is 
in your creed. Do not be t at tolled with 
the formal statement. 

Every church has tw’o sorts of mem¬ 
bers, one sort are like trees and the 
other like pc*?t9. The tree grows and the 
post rota. A church member who ha** not 
the life of God is a p«*»t that begins to 
decay the very d*iy after he has been 
planted in the church. 

Life appropriate what is helpful and 
expels what Is hurtful. A vigorous man 
can live in a malarial region without 
sickness. And life moves while machin¬ 
ery Is moved. Jesus went about doing 
good ami If w*e have His life, we will 
do likewise. Only to want life is not 
sufficient. For practical purposes a cem¬ 
etery Is as good a* a dormitory. A 
Christian asleep is a reproach to Chris¬ 
tianity. A French author read a pro¬ 
duction to a friend who fell asleep. To 
the question: 

"How can you ctitlse my production 
when you are asleep?" he replied. "That 
sleep is a crltlsm." If Christianity 
means anything It means everything, 
and a sleeping Christian Is an argument 
against It. 

"I had rather,” said Dr. Dixon, "be 
pastor of a cemetery than of a sleep¬ 
ing church, for I could talk to the 
tombstones and they would at least b_» 
respectful, whereas sleeping Christians 
talk and walk and fight In their sleep." 

Everlasting life Is a present posses¬ 
sion. It Is more than Immortality. Jesus 
said: "This Is life eternal, that they 
might know thee, tho only true God, 
nnd Jesus Christ, whom thou hath 
sent." Some people believe eternal death 
Is annihilation because th*y think eter¬ 
nal life la simply continued existence. 
One can Imagine this desk existing a 
million years, but It W’iU be as dead 
then as now. 

Eternal life in received by believing 
on Christ. "He that belleveth on the 
Son hath everlasting life." It Is not to 
believe something about Christ, aa one 
may believe things about Washington, 
NapoN-on or Lincoln. No one is depend¬ 
ing on these men for anything. It is 
like getting • *n hoard a ship, Instead ov 
believing things aboul the s-hlp. It takes 
more faith to be an orthodox a.lentlst 
than an orthodox Christian. 

Unbelief la apathy, and that borders 
onto hopelea?nei*t. On such the wrath 
of God abides. "The wrath of God " is 
a terrible expression. It is the wrath of 
virtue agalnn vice, of chastity against 
unchastlty. of meekness against brutal¬ 
ity, of gentleneAj against cruelty, of 
right against w*rong of love against 
hatred. All who refuse the life of God, 
must suffer the wrath of God and eter¬ 
nal death Is that state of the future In 
which the wrath of God abldith. 

Dr. Dixon told most impressively of 
the case of an old «nd eminent Presby¬ 
terian minister In North Carolina, who

klux and sentenced to. prison in Au¬ 
burn. N. Y.. for a term of years. His 
venerable father secured him a pardon 
from President Grant and carried it in 
person to the young man l*n the prison.

UNUSUAL CASE 


DECIDED BY JUDGE CLARK IN 
FEDERAL COURT 


Peculiar Way of Obtaining Campaign 
Funds From Greene County, 
Tenn. 


Knoxville. Tenn., Nov. 13.—Judge 
Clark, of tho Federal Court, sitting In 
Greenville, Tenn.. decided a case to¬ 
day w’hich. as far ns known, Is with¬ 
out precedent. H. H. Gouchenour was 
Democratic county chairman of Greene 
county As such he sought campaign 
contributions, and In order to secure 
some he went to Democratic postmas¬ 
ters in the county and asked them to

Ing and Collector Craft are expected to 
arrive to-day. 

Contrary’ to custom Charles E. Sapp 
w’as not at the hotel to greet Senator 
Deboe, but Instead Mr. C. M. Barnett 
w’aa there.

The SenAtor v s Side. 

To a Courier-Journal reporter last 
night Senator Deboe said: "In the first 
place, 1 want to say that Mr. Green, of 
Louisville, was not an applicant for the 
collectorship. He never filed nn applica¬ 
tion and did not want the officr. He is 
a good friend of mine, however, and I 
told him I wanted hirn to take the cf- I 
flee if we were not able to agree on the 
name of any man who bad filed an ap¬ 
plication. 

• • • 

Responsible For Craft’s Appointment. 

"I am responsible for Mr. Craft's ap¬ 
pointment. and if I had not Indorsed 
him would never have been appoint¬ 
ed. The President told me that he 
could not make an appointment over 
my protest and that he would respect 
my wishes In the matter Just the same 
as he would any other Henator, not¬ 
withstanding reports to the contrary. 
When the President told me he could 
no* hold Mr. Sapp ! offered h»s resig¬ 
nation. Then 1 favored Mr. Green, but 
the President said he wunted a man 
who had never been identified with the 
Republican organization here and a 
man who would be acceptable to the 
Brown Democrats 

"When'll appeared that an agree¬ 
ment would not be reached, the Pres¬ 
ident said if we could not agree he 
would appoint Gen. Basil Duke. In the 
meantime. Messrs. Yerkes and Combs 
stood out for Mr. Stone, but I made up 
my mind to Indorse Mr. Craft, although 
1 did not tell him so. On Tuesday 
morning, when the matter was decided, 
Mr. Irwin wenL over to the White 
House and Indorsed Mr. 8tom\ Later, 
when Mr. Bradley, Mr. Yerkes. Mr. 
Borelng and I met with the President 
I told him that Mr. Craft was a splen¬ 
did mnn, a former Democrat, but now a 
good Republican, and for the best In¬ 
terests of the party 1 desired to In¬ 
dorse him. The President said. *Very 
w’ell. that settle* It unless these other 
gentlemen object.' 

"All said thnt they had no objection, 
and the Pres.'dent said: Til appoint 
Mr. Craft.* He then asked me if I In¬ 
dors'd Mr. lAebertfc. I told him I did, 
and the idbers said they had no ob¬ 
jection The appointments of Mr. Craft 
and Mr. Lie berth were then readi. and 
the fight was over 


It is probable that Capt. John H. 
Weller will be appointed a member of 
the Board of Public Works by Mr. 
Grainger w’hen the latter resigns that 
office to become Mayor of the city on 
next Tuesday. 

Mr. Grainger's retirement will leave 
a vacancy in the old board, and Capt. 
Weller will probably be appointed to 
serve out the unexplred term, as he will 
be chaltman of the new Board of 
Works.

RECEPTION NEXT WEEK. 


Washington. Nov. 13.—A distinguished 
body, representing the commercial or¬ 
ganizations of New York, Boston. Buf¬ 
falo, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Indianapolis 
and Cincinnati, called upon the Presi¬ 
dent to-day to urge the Importance of 
reciprocity with Canada. 

Mr. J. R. Leeson, of Boston, acted as 
spokesman of the party. He told the 
President that next to Great Britain 
and Germany, trade of Canada with the 
United States represented more in 
money to the manufacturers and pro¬ 
ducers of the country than that of any 
other country, and that unless some¬ 
thing was done to further that trade in 
the way of reciprocal concessions, all of 
it might be endangered.

President’s Reply. 


The President received the delegation 
cordially. He said that he did not need 
to be reminded of the Importance of a 
question to which he had given much 
thought and attention. He said, however, 
that he did not think It proper for him 
to express a preference for reciprocity 
with one particular country: that the 
whole subject was being canvassed, and 
he hoped that something would be done 
at the approaching session of Congress. 
He added that the organizations rep¬ 
resented could do much by bringing In¬ 
fluence to bear upon their representa¬ 
tives in Congress.

A PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCE. 


Apartments of Mrs. RAiley Entered 
and All of Her Letters Stolen 
On Night of Crime. 


VARIOUS THEORIES ADVANCED. 


Evansville, Ind.. Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
The police of this city have worked hard 
but unsuccessfully all day, following up 
clews and running down every rumor 
concerning the murders of Mrs. Georgia 
Railey and Miss I<er.a Renner, whoso 
bodies were discovered In ditcher at the 
side of two roads leading into this city 
yesterday. 

Both women were killed Monday 
night and each was choked to death. 
The theory has been advanced that one 
person was responsible for both deaths, 
the Idea being that some man with a 
mania for strangling women Is respon¬ 
sible, but this belief Is not taken very 
seriously by either the police depart¬ 
ment or Coroner Walker. While It is 
true that both women were put out of 
existence In about the same manner, 
the physicians who held the autopsy on 
the two bodies have come to the con¬ 
clusion that the victims had been dead 
about the same length of time. Conse¬ 
quently if this statement Is accepted It 
certainly would have been Impossible 
for one person to have committed both 
murders, as the places where the wo¬ 
men were killed are some miles apart.

It In alleged that adulterat¬ 
ed drugs have been dispensed in Naeti- 
vllle and other cities and as a result 
legal jxroceedlngs have been instituted 
against various firms and Individuals 
in the Criminal Court of Davidson 
county. David Phillips, of Berry. Ds- 
Moville & Co.. W. G. Hoyte. of the 
Webb Manufacturing Co., and D M. 
VUtlnes, doing a retail business in North 
Nashville, and W. E. Hutton, whose store 
in in East Nashville, have been Indiel 
on the charge of adulterating and 
selling drugs which do not measure to 
standard In strength and quality. These 
Indictments were returned November 0. 
and X la understood that a number of 
1 oihws may be expected during the next 
, fe^v days. Other evidence, it is reported, 
has l*en placed before the grand Jury 
and more sensational developments 
may be looked for. 

In most of the Indictments returned 
po far the defendants are charged with 
adulterating laudanum. 

Forced Into Bankruptcy. 

Nashville, Tenn.. Nov. 13.— [Special .]— 
A petition In Involuntary bankruptcy 
has been filed against the American 
Hardwood Company by the First Na¬ 
tional Bank of Hillsdale, Mich.; the 
First National Bank of Fond du Lac.

All of which means that the turf tangle 
In not settled by any manner of means, 
for It Is almost a certainty that the 
Jockey Club will not accede to the de¬ 
mands of the Turf Congress. The con¬ 
stitution of the Western Jockey Club 
states that seven stewards shall control 
that body. As the case stands the Turf 
Congress w-ants this number increased 
to at least eight, or possibly nine, which 
seems Impossible. On the other hand, the 
St. Louis tracks control the situation as 
far as the Turf Congress tracks are con¬ 
cerned. and without which there would 
be no Turf Congress. St. Louis, however. 
Is desirable territory for the Western 
Jockey Club, and the officials of that 
o-ganlzatlon are turning over heaven and 
earth almost to got Celia. Adler and Tiller 
In line, ut the expense of the other Turf 
Congress tracks. The St. Louis firm 
however, seems to have remained loyal to 
those who were outlawed bv the Chi¬ 
cago body, and, from what they say, will 
remain true.

The Lccal Effect of It. 


Western Jockey Club Agrees To Rein¬ 
state Owners, Horses and Jock¬ 
eys In Good Standing. 


WHAT IT MEANS TO THIS CITY. 


OUISVILLE, last night and 
yesterday, was the storm cen¬ 
ter in the turf war between 
the Western Jockey Club and 
the American Turf Congress. An Im¬ 
portant conference was held In secret at 
Seelbach's Hotel Immedlately after the 
day's racing closed at Douglas Park and 
several Important matters were decided 
on. 

While yesterday's conference was held 
In secret It can be stated that the Indi¬ 
cations point to "war to the knife" be¬ 
tween these two bodies which control 
racing In the West. 

The Western Jockey Club will hold Its 
annual meeting, at Chicago, on Decem¬ 
ber 14, and It has Invited representatives 
of American Turf Congress to be present 
on that date In order to try and settle 
the differences existing between these 
two racing bodies. Capt. C. A. Tilles, of 
St. Louis, the head of the racing syndi¬ 
cate of Tilles, Adler & Cel.'a, of St. Louis, 
will represent the Turf Congress at that 
meeting. This much wus decided on last 
night. 

Capt. Titles will a*k for certain conces¬ 
sions from the Western Jockey Club, and 
If they arc not granted the Turf Congress 
will continue to hold Its meetings as here¬ 
tofore and will pay no attention to tho 
Chicago body or its rulings. The certain 
concessions which will be asked for aro 
that all horsemen, owners. Jockeys, train¬ 
ers and horses as well as all others con¬ 
nected with the American Turf Congress 
be put In good standing; that there be an 
equitable distribution of racing dates, 
and that where racing Associations have 
plants In close proximity to each other 
they shall decide on their dab-s them- 
selv**s. »ach looking at the matter from 
the standpoint of a business mart, rivals 
as a matter of fact, and agreeing utnong 
themselves as to which dates each shall 
have. The American Turf Congress be¬ 
lieves, with the St. Louts tracks, Delmar 
and St. Louis, In line, that they are In a 
position to dictate to the Western Jockey 
Club, and that Is th«* position they will 
occupy. All the overtures, they claim, 
have come from the Western Jockey 
Club people, and they will hold out for 
what they want, at any cost. 

Tills was the decision arrived at. at 
lost night’s conference at Seelbach's Ho¬ 
tel. Capt. Tliles arrived In the city early 
yesterday morning from St. Louis. He 
represented all the holdings and Interests 
of tho Cella-Adler-Tllles syndicate with 
power to uct. J. XV. Russwurra, of Nash¬ 
ville. was already here, mid It was the 
intention to have Muy Overton, of Nash¬ 
ville. president of the Turf Congress, and 
Secretary’ Fowler, of the Newport track, 
to meet him here to confer with J. J. 
Douglas, Walter O. Parmer and other 
members of the local association. Messrs. 
Fowler and Overton were unable to come, 
but they notified tho people in Louis¬ 
ville that they would ugree by long-dis¬ 
tance telephone to anything that was 
done. The meeting was held In Mr. Par¬ 
mer’s office in Seelbach's Hotel. Messrs. 
Overton and Fowler being connected with 
It by long-distance 'phone.

Wliat Was Done At the Meeting.

THE MINHETONKA COMPLETED. 


Largest Vessel Ever Built On Fresh 
Water For Ocean Trade. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 13.—The steel 
steamer Minnetonka, probably the 
largest vessel ever built on fresh water 
for ocean trade, has practically been 
completed at the yard* of the Amer¬ 
ican Shipbuilding Company here. She 
!m 443 feet overall, breadth of beam 43.7 
feet, and has quadruple expansion en¬ 
gines. The Minnetonka will be cut In 
two and towed In halves to Newport 
News, where Bhe will be welded to¬ 
gether again. 

The cutting In two process Is neces¬ 
sary because tha ermal locks between 
Lake Erie .and Like Ontario are only 
large enough to accommodate a boat 
250 feet long.

There wua a brand-new sound *on 
Green street yesterday afternoon. It 
was much louder than the cry of the 
hot tamale man and more penetrating 
than the gong of the motorman.

Marking the dawn of a new era in 
travel In the country districts of Ken¬ 
tucky. it moved proudly down Green 
street to the barn, between Fifth and 
Center, where it faced about and began 
the journey home—to Anchorage. Run¬ 
ning as smoothly as if track and 
wheel# were greased and geared for 
tho occasion, it seemed to feel the pride 
It awakened In the hearts of the offi¬ 
cials aboard and sped on and on. 

The trip from Anchorage In to Fifth 
and Green and back was to test ail the 
grades and curves and to get a basis 
for a time table. Mr. Percivai Moore, 
vice president of the company. wa« ac¬ 
companied on the Journey by Superin¬ 
tendent W. G. Hesser, Motorman Ca¬ 
hill and Conductor Darry. There were 
jtlso several Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany official# on the car. 

Mr. Moore said last night that the 
road was satisfactory In every way. 
"We had hoped/* said he. **to begin 
active operations next Saturday, but 
will be delayed a week by failure of 
the manufacturers to ship one of the 
dynamos In time. It Is on the way. 
however, and we will certainly ^bo 
ready for business on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 23." 

This line ha# Its track completed to 
Anchorage now, but will be finished to 
Pewee Valiev within six or eight weeks. 
It has six cars, threo of which will be 
used at first and the others added as 
necessary. The first car each morning 
will leave Am hnrag* at 6 o'clock, and 
will run throughout the day on the 
hour and half hour until midnight, the 
last car leaving Fifth and Green streets 
at 11:30 o’clock. . . . , 

The length of the road Is about nine 
miles, from Anchorage to the city lim¬ 
its, where the trucks connect with 
those of the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany. The distance In to the barn at 
Fifth and Green is about four miles. 
The power-house of the company is 
located at Lyndon.

Sends James Carter To Penitentiary 
For Ten Years On Charge 
of Murder. 


Court In Delivering Instructions Did 
Not Say Took Money With 
Intent To Injure. 


Mr. Joseph M. Huffaker was sworn 
In yesterday in the Criminal Division 
by Deputy Circuit Clerk Warwick Mil¬ 
ler as Commonwealth's Attorney. Judge 
Barker directed Unit an order be en¬ 
tered on the record expressive of the 
court's appreciation of the fidelity and 
ability displayed by Mr. 8. S. Blitz dur¬ 
ing his temporary conduct of the duties 
of the office, and in speaking on the 
subject said: 

We are about to j>art with an old friend 
and take on a new one; m other words, to 
do what Mr. Lincoln said ought never to 
be done, to swap horses while crossing the 
stream. It luia to bo done, however, tinder 
our system of government, and to-uay our 
most able Commonwealth's Attorney, 51 r. 
Samuel S. Blitz, as well a* our good 
friend, Mr. Samuel 8. Blitz, passes out of 
his offict and resumes his practice at the ( 
bar and Mr. Huffaker tak*s his place. I 
need not any that the relation of Common¬ 
weal lh’s Attorney and Judge is of neces¬ 
sity most Intimate, and ought always to 
be most confid- n’.Ul, and It hue burn so 
in this case. Mr. Blitz han been a great 
disappointment to me in this: He came , 
h«*re without knowing anything about the 
practice of the criminal law. He hud never | 
practiced In this court, and I did not ex¬ 
pect that he would be a great success In 
the nature of things. In that view he has 
been a most agreeable disappointment. He 
picked up the threads of the busiuess here 
in a most marvelous fashion. He caught 
on to ail of the details of the practice at 
once and brought into his practice an en¬ 
ergy and an industry, a learning and fidel¬ 
ity that insured, what he was bound to 
have under tho circumstances, a great 
success as a prosecutor, I sincerely believe 
that if he had had the ordinary term 
which the law gives to a Commonwealth's 
Attorney that there would have been few 
If any men lr» Kentucky who would have 
been a grcate»* Commonwealth's Attorney 
than he. He has been polite, obliging, kind 
in the ad ministration of his office, and yet 
he has been firm in the discharge of ull 
his duties, however unpleasant they may 
have been, and they often ere very* un¬ 
pleasant to both the court nnd the Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney. He has met his ob¬ 
ligations and duties fully and fairly and 
discharged them honorably and wtdl. 

Mr. Blitz replied as follow*: 

l feel very grateful, ffi-lred, to the court 
for these kind w*ords end hardly feel de¬ 
serving of them, but I want to say to your 
Honor that I carry with me nv*t pleas¬ 
ant recollections of your friendship and 
the friendship of the officers of this court. 

I carry’ with me an experience that I be¬ 
lieve will t>© most valuable. I am indebted 
to your Honor for the assistance from 
time to time, that you have given to me 
and to the officers of this court. I appre¬ 
ciate sincerely what you have done and I 
feel under most lasting obligations for the 
\rvy high, although I feel undeserved, 
compliment that you have paid me. 

Judge Barker in introducing Mr. Huf¬ 
faker sudd: 

l want to Introduce to you our new 
Commonwealth’s Attorney. He shall have 
everything that tho court can give him 
to make hie success* a certainty, and I be. 
11*ve Chat ho will bring to Cht* discharge 
of his duties all the qualities that a con- 
sdemtous. honorable, high-minded Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney ought to have. 

Mr. Huffaker, with his assistant, Mr. 
J. K. Shrader, at once entered upon 
his duties, and the first case to con¬ 
front him w'as James Carter, colored, 
ehurged with the murder of George 
Noil, alios George Knowles, also col¬ 
ored, In a saloon at Ninth and Gray¬ 
son streets last Easter Sunday. Carter 
was given ten years in the penitentiary. 
This was the second trial of the case, 
and with the same result. 

Carter shot Noll after some words 
had passed, and the defense was that 
Carter acted In self-defense; that he 
did not shoot until Noil threw a pool 
ball at him and was In the act of 
throwing another one. 

Mr. Huffaker made a strong appeal 
for the enforcement of the laws by 
meting out just and ample punishment. 
He said that the disgraceful and 
shameless title of “dark and bloody 
ground** still clung to Kentucky, and 
he asked the Jury to aid In wiping 
away this blot on the Commonwealth’s 
escutcheon. 

Mr. Leroy M. Wade, of Mt. Vernon. 
Ind.. with whom Carter's old mother 
lives, assisted in the defense. 

Mayor Weaver sent the following let¬ 
ter In Mr. Huffaker In accepting hts 
resignation as Mayor's law clerk. 

Hon. Joseph M. Huffaker, City — Dear 
Sir and Friend: The receipt of your es¬ 
teemed favor of even date In acknowl¬ 
edged. and I l>*g to assure you that I 
appreciate highly tho kindly compliments 
expressed therein. I believe that in every 
way and at all times you have labored dili¬ 
gently and efficiently to discharge the du¬ 
ties of your position and with a success 
that makes me prouder than ever to have 
appointed you law clerk of the city of 
Louisville. Your friend.

JURY DISMISSED 

WITHOUT A VERDICT. 


Mullen, Locke and O’Neil Must Un¬ 
dergo a Fourth Trial On Charge 
of Conspiracy. 


A fourth trial has been made neces¬ 
sary In the case of Mullen, Locke and 
O'Neil, charged with Intimidating ne¬ 
gro voters, by the failure of the Jury 
to agree In tliclr ease. 

The case was given to the Jury at 11:23 
o’clock Tuesday morning. At 5:15 o'clock 
Judge Evans dismissed them, after sev¬ 
eral unsuccessful efforts to gel a ver¬ 
dict. The Jury stood eight to convict 
and four to acquit. 

The jwlsoners were taken back to 
Jail, where they spent the night In de¬ 
fault of bond. It la hardly probable 
that they will again be tried during the 
present term.

The opinion of the United States Ctr¬ 
l'tilt Court of Appeal* In the case of 
former banker J. M. McKnight and tho 
mandate reversing the care and award¬ 
ing the defendant a new trial were 
filed in the Federal Court yesterdiy 
morning. 

The date for McKnighl's third trial 
has not been fixed, though it is not 
likely to come up before the spring 
term. 

That portion of the opinion which re¬ 
lates directly to the errors of the lower 
court and gives the reason* for re¬ 
versal is as follows: 

“It is true that the court defined em¬ 
bezzlement as the fraudulent appropria¬ 
tion by an officer of a national bank 
of Uie funds of the bonk which had been 
committed to h4s custody and ca^e, and 
further told the Jury that it must ap¬ 
pear that McKnight fraudulently appro¬ 
priated the money to his own use, in the 
one instance, in order to bribe Britt 
and Reeder, and in the other to his own 
use as charged in the second count of 
the indictment upon which the accused 
was being tried. 

“It may be fairly argued that the 
fraudulent appropriation of the money 
of the bank intrusted to his charge 
would include the Intent to Injure or 
defraud the bank, to be Inferred from 
such fraudulent appropriation of trust 
fund. In the same connection the court 
told the jury that If the intent charged 
was necessary to be proved, the Jury 
would be authorized to conclude that it 
waa present from the fraudulent act of 
misappropriation of tho money which 
constituted embezzlement. 

“Bui when the attention of the court 
was directly called to the necessity of 
proving the intention to injure or de¬ 
fraud the bank in order to work a con¬ 
viction, the jury was told that it was 
merely surplusage to allege in the in¬ 
dictment that the appropriation of the 
money was with the Intent to injure or 
defraud the association, and more than 
once the Jury was told that It waa un¬ 
necessary to allege or prove that the 
misappropriations In question were with 
intent to injure or defraud the bank. 

“This charge negatives the inference 
that such intent is Included in the 
fraudulent misappropriation which the 
court told the Jury would constitute the 
crime. Undoubtedly the intent to in¬ 
jure or defraud may be inferred where 
such is tho natural consequence of 
doing the prohibited act. for the law 
properly concludes, in the absence of 
circumstances negativing the inference, 
that one intends the natural conse¬ 
quences of his acts knowingly and in¬ 
tentionally done. But this rule, while It 
may suffice to define the measure of 
proof required to establish such wrong¬ 
ful Intent, does not dispense with the 
necessity approving its existence, where, 
ns In the present case. It Is made an 
essential element of the crime. 

“The statute- only makes the acts of 
the officers therein named criminal 
when done with the specific Intent 
named. In charging the jurv that the 
accused might be convicted without 
proof of the intent to injure or defraud, 
the court failed to give a proper con¬ 
struction to the terms of the statute, 
and permitted a conviction without 
proof of an element of the offense, as 
defined in the statute. This conclusion 
renders It unnecessary to examine into 
the other errors assigned. 

“It follows that the Judgment must 
be reversed and a new trial awarded.’*

Five talesmen were 
summoned and after two hours’ work 
the following Jury was Impaneled:

From the time the CA*e was called 
until the court adjourned shortly before 
6 o’clock, the corridor outside the court 
wvls black wdth negroes. With one ex¬ 
ception every witness Introduced was 
colored. Tho exception was George 
Schenk, a Deputy Clerk of the County 
Court, who produced tire registration 
and poll books and stubs. 

According to the books there w’ere 
163 registered negro voters, of wham 
forty-five cast their ballots. Out of 100 
white voters seventy-six voted. 

About flftea: witnesses were called. 
Three of them admitted on the stand 
that they were living on Pearl street 
at the time of the election and were 
thus registered. They were not cross- 
examined. as the point made by tho 
defense la that the negroes who were 
prevented from voting lived on Peart 
street, which Is outside tho precinct. 
The other witnesses declared that 
when they went to register they gave 
their addresses as Llndvn street, and 
when they went to vote they were told 
that they could not vote, aa they were 
registered as residents of Pearl street. 

Not more than twro of the w*ltnesses 
acknowledged that they w^^re able to 
read or write and confessed that they 
did not know how their addresses stood 
on the register. 

The defense Is confident that It can 
establish the fact that the men pre¬ 
vented from voting did not lire In- the 
precinct. They will introduce their wit¬ 
nesses at this morning’s eesKlon.
